Tha recent firai in the woods in Orango, 
Ontobeis, Ulster and Sullivaa counties have 
oeen tbe most extensive and serious ever 
known, The Fishkill hillsides were reported 
on fire nearly two weeks ago. Tbe forests of 
the Shawangunk range of mountains have 
in flames during all of lust week. At one 
lime tho entire backbone of ridges lor several 
miles aeemed almost one continuous 
pathway of firu. Pillars iind clouds ol 
■ moke hung over tho district by day, and lurid 
seas of flame glared upun iho darkness ol the 
aigbt,'insdling tbe valleys below like scuuo 
fiery (iirnaoe. Ou Thursday uud Friday tho 
scene was magnificent aad appalling. • From 
t^a present oalcolations the losa will be over a 
million of dollars. TbIs estimate includes 
immense quautities of cut wood, ties, ship 
juiuta, and several dwellings on tbe hillsides. 
One family »t Briggsville had a narrow escape 
Irom a horrible holocauit. The fire g.iined so 
rapidly that almost before they were uwnre ot 
il thoir dwellinc was BurrounJed and but one 
narrow strip ot opou ground along the road, 
dido left as an avenue of escape. AUhougti 
the air was stifling wuh smoke and ovorpu\v^ 
•ring with heat' and al limes tlie road itseK 
WHS obscnred from view, they succeeded in 
saving tbemielves. Oue child, about four 
years old, was carried, aud nearly died from 
sufiTooation, Tliere bair was singed and their 
^armenis and shoes shriveled. A large num- 
ber of cattle are suppoiad; to have been dea^ 
iroyod. The bones and obarred remains of 
several havo been found. A party of four 
iteotleuen, consisting oi A. R, McDonald, S. 
V. Randolph and Edward Rielly, of tbis city, 
and E. M. Spencer of Harttord (Conn.), also 
had a narrow eecipo from poncibiug in ihe con- 
bagration. They bad been out beyond Ellen- 
viUe, aboui tbe brooks and mounluius, trout- 
fishing aod hunting, and o*mpcd for tho night 
on Friday on the Drcwadod l,and hill. After 
watching tho glow of the fldmes, wbiob appear- 
ed |ta be some considerable diatcnco away, 
they went to sleep, having no apprehension ol 
danger. Alter midnight, Spencer was awak- 
ened by a strangSi crawling aensatiou under 
bia person, an4 lualanlly (iiscovored that the 
ground in the vicinity was perfectly alive with 
snakoa, which had been driven there by the 
derouring fire. A moments glance revealed 
the fact that they were hemmod iu by walls 
of fire, although at some distance, yet raps 
idly gaining on ibeni. Il was tho work 
of but a moment to rouao hia Bleeping coiu' 
panies and run for lila down tbo hillsides. Tho 
beat was scorcbiaa, and tho ainoko blinding 
and atifling. Ouns, fishing rods and everything 
was abondad in the flight. At one point they 
were oblidged to dash through tho blazing 
underbrush. Their ololhes were on fire, and 
Reilly's long beard was cropped close oil" by 
tbe scorching beat. Their feet,'their faces and 
hands, were mora or less blistered and their 
cloibini; nearly destroyed. McDonald was 
oblidgod to borrow a farmer^s . poat .tp .return 
hqmo in. The whole patty arrived here tSator- 
day evening, seriously, but not dangerously 
jcorcbed. Tbe firoa are still smoalduriiig , and 
large parlies of mom are out ondovoring to 
prevent their further spreading.
